President of one of the foremost institu- 
tions of learning in this country, and then 
see him become the chief officer of this city.

Heaven 
knows we have one or two marks on the 
debit side, but this will go a long wer to 
make it balance even. 

‘*‘And as for the dean, I sat at his feet 
when I first went into politics in the Twenty- 
fifth, no, the Twenty-first Assembly Dis- 
trict, when I was just out of college. My

‘“‘Now, when it comes to rendering serv- 
ice, what counts most in the college man, 
as with every other man, is not intellect, 
not honesty or courage, but character. Bet- 
ter than a strong body, a sound mind, is that. 
aggregate of virile and decent qua.-ities 
which makes up what wegall character. A 
man strong in mind or body who misuses 
his strength becomes a foe to the body polli- 
tic, and should be hunted down by all de- 
cent men. On the other hand, if he is a nice 


man, but of no account, one can do little | 
- | with him. In life, as in war, patriotism and 


devotion are necessary, but if a man have 
these and also a slight tendency torun away 
his usefulness is impaired. | 


Qualities to Insure Success. ~ 

“In civic strife we have little use for men 
who mean well, but do so feebly. The man 
who makes himself a force for cleanliness, 
for civic righteousness, is the man who 
counts. First he must have honesty, then 
courage, for the timid good man avails little 
in doing the world’s work. Lastly, and above 


all, he must have common sense. Without. 


this he is at the mercy of those who with- 
out his design to do right know only too well. 
how to make wrong effective. 


“To you, men of Columbia, much has been. 


We have a right to expect much of 
you. We have a right to expect from you 
service in phiJanthropy and decent political 
effort. And remember that the man who does 
his work for the sake of doing it well alone 
does it well. The man who is impelled to try 
one particular ata and to do bi well is of 
value, 

‘In doing such service to our nation we 
need not only the soft and gentle virtues, but 
the virtues belonging to a race of vigorous 
men, virtues of courage and honesty, and not 
merely honesty which refrains from doing 
wrong; but honesty that wars agereesively 
for right.” 

President Roosevelt arrived in this city 
from Washington at 6:30a.m. He was ac- 
companied by Mrs. Roosevelt, Secretary 
and Mrs. Cortelyou, Surgeon General Rixey, 
and Dr. John 8. Urie. The President went 
at once to the residence of his aunt, Mrs. 
James W. Roosevelt, where he met Dr. 


Butler at breakfast. A few minutes after 


noon the President left the house, accom- 
panied by former Mayor Abram Hewitt, and, 
escorted by Squadron A and a body of 
mounted police, dtove to the university, 
arriving there at 1 o’clock.

The 
dealers scouted the possibility of such a cor- 
her, and then came the threat of rival stores:

‘*T told Mr. Cobb that I wouldn't care if 
he should start stores on all sides of me,’”’ 
said Mr. Dolan. ‘ The tradé of the leading 
down-town dealers has its foundation in 
public confidence im their wares, and I do 
not fear disastrous results even if Mr. Cobb 
carries out his threat to the letter.”’

This action was the second on a. a series of 
two new moves in the revival of the Burke 
trouble, which had been at a standstill since 
the discovery that the Oil Inspector had 
been taking fees that the law did not war- 
rant. 

Vestereas’s’ step in the matter was the 
filing of a brief in the Appellate Court. In 
this brief the court is invited to pass on the 
right of Burke to keep the money which a 
grand jury said he had illegally withheld | 
from the city. 

This step was taken directly after the dis- 
covery made by the Finance committee that 
the $30,000 had not been placed in the general 
fund and spent as had been supposed, but 
had been put into a special — labeled the 
** Robert E. 


Trude Says Cash Is in Escrow. 

“It has been understood all along,” said 
Mr. Trude, “‘ that the money was being hela 
in escrow, and that if Burke’s liabilit¥ could 
not be proved it would be regained by him. 
I have always said that the man who per- 
suaded him to pay it in the first place was 
one of the long-eared variety. 

‘We have requested the court in the brief 
to pass on Burke’s right to keep the money. 
There was no necessity for our doing this, 
but we did it because State's Attorney De- 
neen and Judge Dunne wanted it done.”’ 

This civil action preceding the trial of Mr. 
\ Burke on the indictment in the Criminal 
Court will be a matier of surprise to every 
one—even more of a surprise than the an- 
nouncement yesterday that the money was 
not being used for the cleaning, of streets or 
' for any such useful purpose, but was oc- 
‘peupying a pigeonhole as the “ Burke fund.”’ 


McGann’s Statement Recalled. 

Since the city has discovered that the

called. On that occasion Mr. McGann said 
that Burke would never get a cent of Kis 
money again. 

To have treated Burke in any other way 
than the city has done would have been em- 
ibezziement, according to Mayor Harrison. 

In explanation of the prevailing opinion 
that Burke’s money was paid irrevocably 
and without any strings, it is said that this 
impression was spread to improve Burke's 
chances in court.”” Some of his friends ad- 
mit this. 


Question of Honor, Says Mayor. 

When it is suggested that the city might 
properly have considered the money as law- 
fully due it when Controller MeGann made 
his report showing a deficit of $51,000 in 
Burke’s accounts, the Mayor became indig- 
nant. 

‘‘The people who suggest that are trying 
to have us go back to the methods from 
which we have been trying to break,’’ he 
said. “if thre City of Chicago had done that 
it would have been embezzlement. This is 
not a question of Burke or anybody else, 
It is just a question of honesty. 

“ Burke has paid this money to cover any 
possible deficiency. If the Appellate Court 
decides that the. ordinance under which 
Burke was held is illegal, then the city has 
no right to his money. He cannot embezzle 
his own money. If it holds the ordinance 
legal, then the money belongs to the city.” 

Mr. Burke confined his discussion of the 
subject to saying:

DIES 70 SAVE INSURANCE 


JOHN HARBERG FORESTALLS 
‘SCALING OF POLICY. 


Knowing That if He Lived Till Wednes- 
day His $3,000 in Scandinavian Mu- 
tual Association Would Be Cut in 
Meeting at Galesburg, He Decides 
to Drink Carbolic Acid and Secure 
Money for Wife and Children—Order’ 
Now Solvent and Claim Good. 


To save $3,000 life insurance for his wife 
and three children John Harberg, a carpen- 
ter, 58 years old, living at 4007 Michigan 
avenue, committed suicide by swallowing 
carbolic acid. 

Had he lived till next Wednesday he feared 
his assessment policy would be scaled so 
heavily at a meeting set for that day that. 
his family would get little. 

Harberg will be buried this afternoon and 
his family will receive the full $3,000, for the 
Scandinavian Mutual Aid association of 
Galesburg will pay claims in.full till Wednes- 
day. Then, at a meeting to be held in Gales- 
burg, some. radical action will be taken, be- 
cause the membership of the order is growing 
old and lIiabilities are increasing far more 
rapidly than receipts. 


Payments for Fourteen Years. 

The decadencé of assessment instrance 
has been responsible for many tragedies, but 
few have been more pathetic than that of 
Harberg. When he was 44 he joined the 
aid association. It was founded and fostered 
by the ministers of the Swedish Lutheran 
Church, of which he was asmember. While 
the policy-holders were young it flourished; 
as they began to get old and the deaths in- 
creased the assessments became numerous, 
young men and women fought shy of it, and 
with claims increasing and the membership | 
decreasing, collapse seemed to be ap- 
proaching. 

A meeting was held at Galesburg in Jan- 
uary to see what could be done. A commit- 
tee was appointed to report in three months, 
at a meeting to be held on-April 23 at Gales- 
burg. Circulars began to pour in on the 
policy-holders, and all told of an inevitable 
increase in assessments to provide for the 
future and a scaling of policies to atone for 
the deficiencies of the past. 


Writes a Farewell Letter. 

_ Hatberg had been paying $5.40 a month on 
a certificate for $3,000. The sacrifices this in- 
volved had been gladly borne for their sakes, 
but the prospect of changes that would take 
most of it away from them was more than 
he could bear. The change could not be made 
till Wednesday, a claim now would be good 
for its face, and s® he killed himself, after

The association has $240,000 of assets, near- 
ly all in government bonds, but the end fs not 
far off, for over 1,000 dropped out-last'year, 
while only ninety camein. Worst of all, of 
the 10,000 members 1,585 are over 60 years 
old, 673 are above 65, and 173 are over 70. 
That is what spells ruin to assessment con- 
cerns. But with nearly $250,000 of assets 
there are plenty of concerns that are ready 
and anxious totakeit. The clerical leaders 
of the association, however, warn it that 
their last state may be worse than their first. 


Long Contest in the Order. 

For months the contest has been raging, 
and it will culminate on Wednesday at Gales- 
burg. Half of the membership of 10,000 isin 
Chicago, and the large majority of it is in 
Illinois. Many of the members, and espe- 
cially those who have made a study of sound 
insurance, fear that the prvpekition which

Cedarberg came out in sup- 
port of a reinsurance proposition of the 
Northwestern National Life of Minnesota, 
repudiating his own plan, and it is under-. 
stood that the committee, at its preliminary 
meeting to be held on Tuesday, will have a 
majority in opposition to its own proposi- 
tion. The fight between these two factions 
had worried Mr. Harberg, and led him to 
doubt the ultimate success of any plan.

MEAT PRICES TO 
GO STILL HIGHER 


Packers Forecast a Further 
Sharp Advance, but Deny 
That There Is a 
Beef Trust. _ 


PUT BLAME ON HIGH FEED 


Drought and Scarcity of Cattle 


Are Held Responsible‘for 
the Existing Con- 
ditions. 


WHOLE COUNTRY HARD HIT. 


Meat prices are likely to be raised again, 
though the advance may not come this week. 


The rise may be a half cent a pound, it may ; 


be a full cent, or even two cents. 

Packers and dealers admitted yesterday 
that this further increase probably was in- 
evitable. They further declare that they 


are not responsible for this uplift; that itis — 


the result of natural conditions. 

Sixty days nfust elapse, according to the 
general view, before relief may be had, from 
the present excessive prices, and in the 
meanwhile it is not unlikely that a real short- 
age in the supply may come along to bother 
packers, dealers, and consumers alike.

Says There Is No Trust. « 

Even with the foregoing showing, packers 
and shippers deny the existence of a beef 
“trust.’’ They contend that the natural 
laws of supply and demand alone are re- 
sponsible for price advances. Though ac- 
tual statistics of the number of cattle and 
other stock received daily compare favor- 
ably with receipts during the same period 
last year, the packers point out that the 
weight is much lighter. There is greater 
loss in dressing, it is asserted. 

Since the failure of last year’s corn crops, 
it is declared, the market has been advarc- 
ing. When the farmer feeds 60-cent corn 
to a steer, it costs from $48 to $90 to fatten 


the animal into prime condition, the pack- 


ers say. 
Natural Advance, Allerton Says. 

“It is unfair to blame packers for the 
high prices,’ said Samuel W. Allerton, who 
for many years has been one of the strongest 
factors in the live stock world. “ They are 
being unjustly held accountable for the 
working of the natural law of supply and 
demand. People seem to forget that this 
country now has a population of nearly 
80,000,000 meat eaters. In 1858 I frequently 
saw the market badly glutted when 4,000 
head a week were received at the few market 
points. Now over 100,000 cattle are slaugh- 
tered every week and still the demand is not, 
satisfied. 

‘* Beef men do not want the high prices.’ 
They mean a double:risk. They mean the. 
outlay of greater sums of money, and above 
all things it makes no difference how high 
the price to the consumer in such a market, 
the packer simply cannot advance his prices 
rapidly enough to protect himself. 

‘‘We have been growing to gigantic pro- 
portions as a meat-producing and world-sup” 
plying country. While the consumption has 
been growing each year, the supply has no 
been able to keep up. Months ago the failure 
of the corn crop made it impossible for th@ 
small farmer to hold his stock, and the mar- 
ket became glutted with lightweight and un- 
prepared cattle. a 


Demand Larger than Supply. 
‘The proportion of the fat stock prepared: 


in the the usual way is nowhere equal tothe 


demand,” continued Mr. Allerton. ‘“ Last 
fall we shipped corn to Kansas at 65 cents 
a bushel to feed cattle, yet Kansas ts the 
greatest corn-raising State in the union. It 
would take eighty bushels of corn to feed 
a good steer. That shows where the money 
goes. I do not believe the beef packers of 
this country are making a dollar today, and 
this fact will be demonstrated by investiga- 
tion. 

“* How long will prices remain high? Cire 
cumstances will answer that. A good corn 
crop would bring values down to some ex- 
tent, but I believe as long as industrial con- 
ditions are good and everybody is at work 
cattle will sell at a good price. The supply, 
of cattle is far behind the consumptive de- 
mand. Farmers of Illinois and adjoining 
States can no longer afford to raise cattle 
as formerly, for their land is too valuable.” 

“The supply of live cattle in the six prin- 


cipal live stock markets for the last six 


weeks,” sald- President Levi B. Doud of the 
Chicago Live Stock Exchange. “ has falled 
off from 2 to 5 per cent in weight. as come 
pared with the same period last year. That 
is equal to a decrease of 8,000,000 pounds 4

increased demand, has given higher prices 
than we have had since 1882. The increase 
in prices of live stock at Chicago alone will 
amount to $16,000,000 or $18,000,000 during 


the last six months, and to more than §40,- 


000,000 in the principal market centers,

ting the benefit. The heavy cost of the live 
animal is shown in the daily market reports, 
It ts as impossible for meat products to re- 
main at the prices prevafiing ih the past as it 
would be for the price of flour to remain un- 
changed if wheat should sell at 
bushel.”’ .

Whole Country Suffers. 

But whatever the reason for the advance, 
every section of the country has-been affect-. 
oa by the high prices of meats Corre- 
spondents of THe TRIBUNE report that meat 
consumption, in many sections, has fallen 
off & per cent, seriously affecting business 
conditions of the cities and towns involved. 
Ioverywhere the increased price of meat has 
ranged from 25 to SW per cent and even 
higher. 

Many of the dealers lay the blame for the 
advancing prices at the doors of the pack- 
ing companies.

WAGE WORKERS TOAGITATE 
FOR ANTI-INJUNCTION LAWS 


Federation Colle da

workers to perform perfectly legal and legit- 
imate acts to carry on their effort to a suc-

“Injunctions of a flagrant, unjustifiable, 
and outrageous Character are continually 
issued, and honest, law-abiding, and faithful 
citizen-workmen are thrust into prison for ; 
periods of from one to nine months.”’

FALSE STORY OF SUICIDE 
SHOWS SHORTAG EOF $47,000. 
Preagtrer Jack Walsh of 


Terre Haute Accused of Holding 
Funds of Vigo County. i] 


Terre Haute, Ind., April 19.—[Special.]— 
The reported suicide last night of former 
Treasurer ‘“ Jack’? Walsh of this (Vigo) 
county, brought to public knowledge this 
afternoon the fact that he was $47,000 short 
of the amount he should have turned over to 
his successor. Walsh says the suicide story

It is in consequence of this condition of 
things that the socia) body, beginning with 
the family, is suffering such serious evils. 


Marriage Profaned by Divorce. 


* For the lay State, forgetting its limita- 
tions and the essential object of the author- 
ity which it wields has laid its hands on the 
marriage bond to profane it and has stripped 
it of its religious character; it has dared as 
much as it could in the matter of that nat- 
ural right which parents possess to educate 
their children, and in many countries it has 
destroyed the stability of marriage by giv-

In the 
éesire by which they are actuated to increase 
their national riches they regard only the 
cpportunity which circumstances afford, the 
advantages of successful enterprises, and the 
tempting bait of an accomplished fact, sure 
that none will trouble them in the name of 
the right or the respect which right can 
claim. 

‘*Such are the fatal principles which con- 
secrated material power as the supreme law 
of the world, and to them is to be imputed the 
limitless increase of military establishments 
and that armed peace which in many re- 
spects is equivalent to a disastrous war. 
The miserable condition also of a large part 
of the poorer classes who assuredly merit our 
assistance furnishes an admirable oppor- 
tunity for the designs of scheming agitators, 
and especially for Socialist factions, which 
hold out to the humbler classes the most ex- 
travagant promises and-use them to carry 
out the most dreadful projects, 


Anarchistic Criminals. 


“Those who start on a dangerous descent 
are soon hurled down in spite of themselves 
into the abyss, Prompted by an inexorable 
logic a society of veritable criminals has 
been organized, which, at its first appear- 
ance, has, by its saving character, startled 
the world. Repudiating all union with so-

Merger Is Explained 


The firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. today, 


through George W. Perkins, confirmed the 
cabled announcement of the merger and ex- 
plained the deal as far ag’he could from the 
details in his possession. He said: 

““A corporation similar in most respects 
to the United States Steel corporation will 
be formed,-and this will take over the stock 
of the companies in the combination and is- 
sue to them its stock instead. No change 
will be made in the management of these 
lines, and the various ships will continue to 
fly the flags that they tly now. 


/Will Keep Foreign Flags. 

“Ifthe British ships were put under the 
American flag they would lose their present 
subsidies, and that would, of course, be un- 
AMesirable. It must be remembered also that 
‘in case of war the British government 
would have the same right to call on the 
companies for the ships under contract to 
the government that it has now. 

“In answer to the question as to what 
would be done if the ship subsidy bill were 
to be passed, I can say that in case the bill 
were passed we would complete the combi- 
nation with American ships. Otherwise it 
wilt be completed with British ships. 


Americans in Control. 

“The central or holding company, as you 
may call it, will be distinctly American and 
will be directed from here. As the com- 
panies included in the Steel corporation are 
run independently, subject only to the gen- 
eral supervision of the United States Steel 
corporation, so the companies that go into 
the steamship combination will be individu- 
ally independent. I can not say yet what the 
capitalization the new corporation will be. 
Besides its capital stock it will issue bonds. 
_“ The capital necessary to carry the plan 
through has been subscribed already, and 
Mr. Morgan will act as syndicate manager, 
Mr. Steel of Mr. Margan’s firm and Mr. Gris- 
com of the International Navigation com- 
pany have been active in bringing the com- 
bination about.

Ingalls Exhorts Bankers to 
Aim at Trade Suprem- 
acy in Hemisphere. 


NO POLITICAL CONTROL. 


Uncle Sam Can Do More Through 
Reciprocity; No Subsidies 
Are Needed. 


OTHERS ARE FOR EXPANSION 


‘A trade federation encompassing the West 
’ Indies and Philippine Islands and the States 
of South and Central, America gained by 
our growing national trade was the picture 
painted by President M. E. Ingalls, of the 
“Big Four” railroad in a speech last night 
before the Bankers’ club at its banquet in 

the Auditorium. 
This great commercial federation, he de- 
, is a necessity and can be obtained 


only by turning down all subsidies and by [ 


‘the establishment of reciprocity. 


Meets the Bankers’ Views. 

Mr. Ingalls’ declarations met with hearty 
applause when he took up the best means 
of handling the nations about us. -He said 
that racial conditions were such that it was 
practically impossible for the United States 
to assume more than a trade domination 
over the other nations. | 

“Tt must be through trade and trade 
alone,”’ he continued. ‘‘ You have got to 
take the theories of James G. Blaine and 
@dopt reciprocity with them if you expect 
their trade. The wall of protection must be 
kept intact so far as Europe is concerned. 
‘That we cannot drop with safety. But what 
a gain would it be even if reciprocity caused 
@ loss in a few lines of trade to know that it 
Gave us the full commercial supremacy over 
50,000,000 of people, for that is what it will do 
in this coming colonial empire.’’ 


Others for Expansion, Too. 

Expansion was the theme of the evening. 
Robert J. Lowry, President ef the Lowry 
National Bank of Atlanta, Ga., took up the 
Southern view of it in a speech on ‘“‘ Expan- 
sion in South.’ He stated that the growing 
industries there needed such expansion and 
already were creeping out in conflict with the 
trade of Europe. To him the most glowing 
feature of its success was the proposed 
isthmian canal. 

Colonel Frank O. Lowden of Chicago, in 
his talk on “‘ The Future of the Mississippi 
Valiey,”’ declared that the American who is 
to rule this greater America is to be the out- 
come of the homogeneous races that are now 
melding together in the Mississippi Valley. 
From this valley, he said, is tocomethe dom- 
inating power of the world. 


Address of President Ingalls. 


In opening, Presidents ngalls said he would 
‘make no endeavor to comment on technical 
affairs, but would address his hearers as 
representatives of a business which controls 

Practically everything else. 

“On the beautiful May morning, four 
years ago, when Dewey sailed up Manila 
Bay, a new life was opened to us,”’ declared 
the speaker. “No longer an insulated 
country, concerned with our own affairs, we 
had other duties forced upon us, and they in- 
creased thick and fast with the progress of 
the war and its final ending: and now we 
find ourselves in possession of Cuba, Porto 
Rico, Hawaii, and the Philippine Islands, 
under various titles and claims. 

“The question occurs to us all, shall we 
‘hold them simply as dependencies for the | 
-gake of power or shall we endeavor to pro- 
mote the commerce of this country with 
‘these possessions and thereby increase our 
trade? ‘This question depends upon your- 
selves more than anyone else, for, as I 
Stated before, there can be no more com- 
merce without banking facilities, without 
‘xchange and credits. 

“Both parties in this country have noti- 
Ged the world that they will uphold the 
Monroe doctrine; that is, that no foreign 
power shall be allowed to acquire territory 
@ the American continents; and we are 
prepared to maintain this. While foreign 
eountries have accepted this political and 
“arbitrary notice, they have been insidiously 
“nd actively engaged in cultivating and com-

Must Show South America. 


“You cannot change it by saying we are 
the greatest people on. earth—that we have 
more railroads and the biggest trusts.

_McKinley’s Teachings Soun 
“TI hope that you will not think that I am 
making a political speech tonight. I know 
full well that this club is not political, and I 
would not for an instant trespass upon your 
hospitality. I speak to you as a business- 
man and to you as business-men. If we 
would make this nation as rich and powerful 
as it ought to be, if we would bring money 
and prosperity to ourselves and the future, 
we must adopt some of the plans that were 


outlined by Blaine in his day, were empha- 


sized by McKinley in his last message to the 
American people; we must adopt a system of 
reciprocity by which we can increase trade. 

“A tariff wall against the labor of Europe 
and its competition may be necessary. It 
certainly is considered by a large number of 
our people, but the same wall that protects 
us upon that side is our ruin upon the other. 

** We must cultivate the West Indies, the 
South American states, and the islands of 
tlie Pacific by reciprocal arrangements and 
relations which shall promote our commerce. 
We must admit their products free, in consid- ; 
eration of their purchasing from us, and, if 
this is done, we have not ships enough upon 
the ocean to carry the commerce between 
those countries and our own, and there is not 
money enough in your banks to jurnish the 
credit and exchange. | 

Strongest of Ties. 

“We should then bind these countries to 
us by ties stronger than any legislation. 
They would be our friends, our patrons in 
business. And I confess I can see nothing 
but trouble in any other partnership. With 
the experience that we have had in the 
Southern tSates with negro suffrage, when 
you think that to get rid of negro rule there 
it has been necessary to shut our eyes to 
acts and deeds that we cannot justify, are 
you willing to undertake the admission of 
Cuba and Porto Rico as States, containing 
as they doa large majority of colored people? 

** Neither do I care to maintain a kinder- 
garten in the Philippines for the education 
of 8,000,000 Orienta's. Rather, I say, keep 
the hands of foreign nations off, hold the 
commerce of these countries, furnish the 
transportation, furnish the ships, furnish 
the money and the banking facilities for their 
trade, and we will have commercial annex- 
ation without the danger of political annex- 
ation. | 

“It all depends upon the question of 
whether the American business-men havé 
the capacity to avail themselves of the oc- 
casion and whether our statesmen are broad- 
minded enough to give us the opportunity 
by reasonable and proper legislation. The 
influence of such men as are here tonight 
must produce these results, if they are ob- 


tained. 
Laws Must Be Just. 


“To sum up, I believe that Cuba, Porto 
Rico, and the Philippines should be treated 
by our country no differently than are the 
states of South America. We should guar- 
antee to each and all of them home govern- 
ment and freedom from foreign interven- 
tion. We should then give them the most 
liberal laws that can be devised for the in- 
terchange of traffic. Even if in some small 
measure it should hurt certain interests jin 
our country, we should take the question 
up in a broad, way and endeavor to settle it 
for the best interests of the vast majority 
of our people. 

** We should so arrange our laws that we 
can buy their products, and, in exchange, 
sell them our own. There is but little 


that we. haive to sell, and we wish to buy 
practically everything that they have to 
offer. 

** We can build up here a trade such as has 
made the nations of the rid rich in the 
past; a trade that dwarfs the magnificent 
commerce of Venice in her glorious days; 
a trade like that of England, which reaches 
to her colonies all over the world.”’

PLUNGES THROUGH A WINDOW 
| IN WESLEY HOSPITAL. 


Carl Pearson, Delirious from Pneumo- 
nia and Fleeing from Imaginary 
Murderers, Runs Along Big Ward 
and Dives from Floor to the Alley— 

‘Strikes Grotnd on His Face and Is 
Killed Instantly—Other Inmates Are 
Frightened and Some Faint. 


Delirious. from illness and fleeing from 
imaginary plotters against his life, Carl 
Pearson plunged through a window on the 
fourth floor of Wesley Hospital yesterday 
afternoon and was killed instantly. 

This is the second death within a few weeks 
due to a delirious patient Jumping through 
unprotected “windows. The first was that 
of a woman at the County Hospital, which 
resulted in Warden Healy ordering iron bars 
at allywindows in that institution, al 

As Pearson approached the window on a 
run yesterday he extended his arms and 
made a dive, carrying the sash with him. 
The body in its descent struck some tele- 
graph wires and rebounded. Then it fell. 
between the wires and the building. »The 
man struck on his face in the alley. 

Twenty-five men and women patients were 
in that ward at thetime. All of them were 
frightened by the man’s death jump and 
some of them fainted at the sight. 


> . Just Arrived from Sweden. 

Pearson was 21 years old and of athletic 
buiid. Three days ago he arrived in Chicago 
from Sweden, where he left his aged father 
and mother. He went to his brother, Emil 
Pearson, and sister Hulda, who are living 
at 415 Thirty-fifth street. On the way over 
the ocean he contracted a severe cold. When 
he arrived here it had developed into symp-. 
toms of pneumonia. He appeared delirious, 
and said he feared he would be murdered in 
his bed. He was taken to Wesley Hospita! 
on Friday evening. | 3 

When Nurse Wallace visited the patient 
yesterday she noticed he acted strangely. 
She hurried away to notify Chief Nurse 
Huntley, but had no more than left the ward 
when Pearson was seen to spring from his 
bed. For a second he appeared undecided. 
Then, gathering his cot: robe about him, he 
ran swiftly to the south end of the ward, a 
distance of fifty feet. When at the last win- 
dow on the east side of the ward he turned 
and jumped. ; 


Many See Fatal Plunge. 

A number of male attendants hurried to 
the alley off the Dearborn street side of the 
hospital. When they arrived Pearson’s body 
was surrounded by a crowd of pedestrians, 
who, in passing the alley, saw his body shoot 
out from the fourth story window. The re- 
mains were taken back into the hospital. | 

The hospital authorities attach no blame 
to the nurses and attendants in the ward. 
They claim that the young man’s actions 
were so quick that even if a nurse or attend- 
ant had been near his bed at the time he 
could not have been stopped. ‘

TOBACCO A FOE 10 STODY 


DR. FISK SAYS USERS OF WEED 
ARE POOR SCHOLARS. 


Statistics Taken at Northwestern Unt- 
versity, He Told the Cook County 
League of Clubs, Show That Victims 
of the Habit Seldom Stand in First 
Rank—Women Also Hear of Cigaret 
Evil and Want the Police and Mayor 
to Enforce Ordinances. 


Dr. Herbert Fisk of Northwestern Univer- 
sity, whose recent statement that studentsin 
that institution who used tobacco had better 
make arrangements to ledve school created 
a sensation at Evanston, told the members 
of the Cook County League of Clubs yester- 
day morning what he knew about the tse of 
tobacco among students. 

Dr. Fisk said he had been making a study 
of the tobacco habit in his school for eleven 
years. Statistics have proved, he says, that 
the users of tobacco are the poor gcholars. 
It has been his custom to call on all the boys 
who have not used tobacco for twelve months 
to stand up in chapel. The percentage of 
users of tobacco, he has found, varies from 
60 to 78 per cent. As this figure varies from 
year to year, Dr. Fisk says the scholarship 
moyes up or down in corresponding degree. 

“The students who get low marks of 
course say it is not due to tobacco,”’ said Dr. 
Fisk. ‘‘ A somewhat careful observation of 
facts has convinced us that it is tobacco. 
Last year not one of the boys who used to-_ 
bacco stood in the first rank of scholarship. 
This has been the usual rule. One year, out 
of the thirty-three pupils in the firs rank of 
scholarship, there was one user of tobacco. 
The largest percentage of tobacco users is 
found ia the fifth rank of scholarship. _. 

‘** When I told my students that those who 
were using tobacco and who did not care to 
give it up had better confer with me about 


leaving school I was talking about other } 


things as well. I was simply telling them 
that it was probably better for them to give 
up trying to go through school if they could 
not’concentrate themselves on their work.”’ 

The Cook County league devoted a large 
part of the morning to a discussion of the 
cigaret question. Justice T. D. Hurley, W. 
Lester Bodine, and Miss Lucy Page Gaston 
were among the speakers. Resolutions were 
adopted calling on the Mayor and Police de- 
partment to enforce the ordinance relating 
to the sale of tobacco tominors. The resolu- 
tions also appealed to churches and schools 
to take a more positive stand against the use 
of tobacco by minors.

COYNE FACES AN INQUIRY 


COMMISSIONER FOULKE GIVES 
POSTMASTER SURPRISE. 


United States Civil Service Official 
Comes to Chicago and Investigates 
Charges Made by Theodore W. Wit- 
tler, Former Superintendent of Car- 
penter Street Postal Station—Accu- 
sations of Favoritism and Illegal 
Removals to Be Discussed. 


Postmaster Coyne was given a surprise 
party yesterday by United StatesCivil Serv- 
ice Commissioner William Dudley Foulke. 
Those who contributed to the interest of the 
occasion were Theodore W. Wittler, former 
superintendent of Carpenter street postal 
station, who accused Mr. Coyne.of removing 
him for political reasons, and a number of 
postoffice employés who were summoned to 
testify under oath as to their knowledge of 
civil service violations. 

Mr. Coyne was not seeking an investigation 
when he called on Commissioner Foulke at 
the Auditorium Annex during the morning. 

In fact Mr. Coyne had given out earlier in 
the week the statement that the inquiry was 
finished, and that he had been exonerated 
from all blame. 


Accuser in the Room. 


However, Mr, Wittler was waiting for Post- 
master Coyne in Mr. Foulke’s room at the 
hotel yesterday. He charged that Mr. Coyne 
had been influenced by politicians and others 
outside the postal service to reduce or dis- 
charge employés whose politics were not in 
harmony with the administration. Commis- 
sioner Foulke listened to Mr. Wittler’s story, 
and then requested that other witnesses be 
summoned. This led to a thorough sifting 
of the charges, which occupied five hours. 

The testimony will be written up and sent 
to Washington for the information of the 
Civil Service Commissioners. If they de- 
cide that a case has been made out against 
Postmaster Coyne they will instruct the

Story of the Crime.

During the early 
part of the winter Thombs acted as watch- 
man.on a number of vessels, and had living 
with him Annie Berndt, as his wite, and Rob- 
ert Kiessig, a roustabout, 20 years old, The 
woman left the boat about Christmas, 

On Dec: 30 Thombs went to the West Si 
Free Employment Agency, and, givingie 
name of Pratt, said he wished to his 
cook. Carrie Larson, a Swedish girl, 22 
old, was secured. 

According to the story told by Kiessig@ 
the witness stand, Thombs brought the git 
to the boat in the afternoon, and after sup 
per went away, saying that he would not be 
back that night. The boy and girl amused 
themselves dv~ing the evening, talking, play- 
ing cards, and reading, and later retired, 
she to her berth, and he to a mattress in the 
kitchen.

. This is a strong statement to make, but it 
is Mterally true. At Memphis one day last 
’ week I sat on what is known as “ the knock- 
ers’ bench” alongside the stable gate at the 
Billings track; and a man at my side, one 
of the best judges of horses in the land, made 
the statement given above, and then he pro- 
’ eeeded to prove that it was in no sense an 
exaggeration.. 
“Here are the facts,” he said. ‘‘ Geers 
has just an even dozen trotters without rec- 
ords that already have been quarters in 
thirty-five seconds right over this track, 
and a good proportion of them could | 
* shade that rate of speed quite a bit, as we 
-all know it is not Geers’ practice to ask any 
of his horses for an extreme effort, even for 
a short distance, three months before the

Two Famous Blind Mares. 
Among the mares to be bred this season 
to the ex-champion trotting stallion Direc- 
tum, 2:06%, is Bonita, 2:18%, a daughter of | 
Electioneer, who made turf history close to 
twenty years ago, when she placed the rec- 
ord for 4-year-old trotters at 2:18%. 
"It was a great performance for those days 
and added greatly to the prestige of the 
Electioneer family, just then coming into 
prominence. But the honors did not stay 
long with th Californian, as ‘* Uncle 
George ’’ Fuller, who has just returned from 
a 8-years’ trip to Russia, where he acted as | 
instructor in the royal stables, had a 4-year- 
old called Elvira, a daughter of Cuyler. She 
trotted In 2:18%, and was thought to be a 
coming star, but even at that time her eye- 
sight was failing and it was necessary to re+ 
tire her from the turf without a reduction of 
her record. Bonita staid on the turf a num- 
ber of years. She was naturally a double- 
gaited mare, but when on the trot was one 
of the purest-gaited performers ever seen... 
Her perfection of gait, however, caused her 
to tire quickly and she was never rated a 
game trotter.

Exceptions Prove the Rule. 


Blind horses are not necessarily useless as 
turf performers, although the majority of 
them are of little account after their sight 
fails. Fuller, the man who drove Elvira to 
a championship record when her sight was 
almost. gone had a blind trotter named 
Prince that could take care of himself ina 
race as Well as any horse. No matter how 
large the field or how fast the clip Prince was 
right in the front rank whenever Fuller 
called on him for speed, and in his way of 
going there was not evén a suggestion of 
doubt or faltering. Down at. Paris, Ky.,’ 
Douglas Thomas has a trotter completely 
blind that last fall, as a 4-yeat-old, worked 
a mile in 2:10, and is expected to be one of 
the starters in the M. and M. Stakes at De- * 
troit next summer, and also to take a hand 
in the other big stakes) for trotters of the 
2:25, class.

In a recent issue the following hand: was 
published, from which the singleton diamond 
was led, clubs being trumps: Spades.,; ace, 
queen, Jack, nine, four, three; hearts, queen, 
jack, nine, four; clubs, queen, ten; diamonds, 
three. In THE TRIBUNE comment it was 
stated that this opening was. popular with 
many well-known Eastern players. To this 
statement the Rochester Post-Express, in 
terms more emphatic than courteous, takes 
exception and states that thereis notasingle 
Eastern player of reputation who would open 
the hand with’any other card than theace of 
spades. Unfortunately for the force of the 
criticism, however, in the same issue of the 
Post-Express is published a deal played be- 
tween the Baltimore team and the Ameri- 
cans Of Boston in which the lead was from 
the following hand, held by either Ward or 
Messer of the American tearm, a small club 
being turned; spades, five, four; hearts, jack; 
clubs, queen, jack, nine; diamonds, ace, jack, 
nine, seven, five, four, three. While the 
hands are not alike in all respects they are as 
nearly so as any that are likely to be found ' 
for some time in actual play, and: few players 
will question the fact that the lead of a sin- 
gleton is the greater offense from the latter, 
yet the jack of hearts was led by the player 
from Boston in this case, and not only lost 
three tricks for the Americans, but also dis- 
ai a criticism which had little beauty to 

ose. 


Civilizing Stages in Whist. | 


The late John Fiske of Harvard divided the 
uncivilized tribes of the earth into six class- 
es—three of savagery and three of barba- 
rism. Acquiring a knowledge of making a 
crude pottery raised the tribe from the low- 
est to the second stage of savagery, and the 
other progressive steps are all, clearly de- 
fined, until the adoption of an alphabet final- 
ly elevates the barbarian to the ranks of the 
civilized. 

Adopting a similar classification for whist 
players, the step from the lowest to the sec- 
ond grade of savagery would consist in learn- 
ing the call for trumps, and the final step 
which would entit/e the student to be classed 
with the elect, would consist in acquiring the 
ability to correctly place the unplayed cards 
in the various hands. 

As whist is strictly a scientific game, it 
would seem an easy matter to define the 
various stages of any player’s progress, but, 
unfortunately, other conditions render this 
impossible. For instance, although a play- 
er with a good memory and a knowledge of 
all the ordinary conventions might be sup- 
posed to belong to one of the higher classes, 
he will always be rated as a whist savage if 
he bang his cards upon the table or play 
with special emphasis a card which is the 
beginning of a trump call. :

he hardest proposition is the lead from 
the north hand at trick two. Six well-known 
players were given the north hand and were 
asked what cards they would play at this 
point. Two selected the eight of clubs, two 
the three of spades, one the singleton dia-. 
mond, and another the heart, and yet all of 
these players have national reputations. 

In this case the large score is chiefly due 
to the unsual play jof south, at tricks three, 
four, and five. He was justified, of course, 
in giving his partner credit for some strength 
in trumps on account of his heart lead at 
trick two, but with né protection whatever 
in two suits, and his hand not established, 
only his good fortune saved him from dis- 
aster. Possibly a knowledge of his op- 
ponents had something to do with the im- 
plicit confidence which he evidently felt in 
his partner holding the ace of spades after 
the queen had held the fourth trick. 


Where Largest Gain Is Made. 
The gain made by the north and south team 


at this table was the largest of any deal in 


the game, the scores at the other tables 
ranging from six to eight.

BRITISH POSTAL AND TELEGRAPH 
EMPLOYES MAY STRIKE. _ 


House of Commons Debuntes Grievances 
of Servants, and Government Wins 
by Scant Majority—Minor Workmen 
Scundalously Underpaid—Favorit- 
isn Charged—Unions Formed, and 
Pusiness of Nation May Be Tied Up— 
Proposed Chinese Tariff Opposed. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, April 19.—The House of Com- 
mons Was occupied for several hours last 
evening in discussing the grievances of post- 
Office and telegraph employés. When a vote 
Was (aken the government escaped defeat by 
a& majority of only 31 votes. 

There are well-founded complaints that 
pressure was broughi by the organized civil 
servants upon members of Parliament, and, 
on the other side, there are threats of dis- 
franchising every one in the government 
serv! But these charges are really made to 
obscufe the issue; for it is beyond doubt 
that the lower grades in all sections of the 
British civil service are scandalously under- 
paid.-A few years ago, for instance, the 
Contreiler of Telegraphs in London, Sir 
Henr$ Fischer, in giving evidence before a 
committee of inquiry, declared|that the jun- 
ior telegraph operators were not paid enough 
to live upon. Yet nothing has been done 


things. 


‘Employes Organize and May Strike. 

This’system of official sweating has driven 
the telegraph operators and other postoffice 
employés to organize for the redress of their 
grievances, and there are now five trade 
unions in that government department, with 
an aggregate membership of 3,000. One of 
theses days there may be a great strike 
Which wi'l paralyze the business of the coun- 
try. 

_Poor Pay and Favoritism. 

The -humbler employés in other depart- 
ments‘of the state service are all underpaid. 
There has been formed this week an associa- 
tion styled the Civil Service Writers’ guild, 
the sole object of which is to obtain for mem- 
bers work after office hours, which will ena- 
ble them to supplement their meager official 
pay, so that they may live in something ap- 
proaching comfort. 

Inadequate pay is not their only grievance. 
Favoritism is rampan:|in every department 
of the public service. Here are two typical 
instances. In the Intand Revenue depart- 
ment a young clerk of only four years’ 
service, but of aristocratic connections, has 
just been promoted to the principa! clerkship, 
to which a high salary is attached, passing 
over the heads of hundreds of abler men 
who had great official experience. In the 
postoffice Lord Londonderry, the Postmaster 
General, has decided that admission to the 
official stands viewing the route of the 
King’s coronation procession shall not be 
permitted at postoffices to officers who arein 
receipt of a salary less than $2,500 per year. 


Pays Debt Made in 1816. 


In 1816, the year after the battle of Water- 
loo, an aristocratic customer of a famous 
firm of wine merchants ran up @ small ac- 
count of £20. This year the firm was sur- 
prised to receive from the court of chancéry 
a check for £95 2 shillings and 8 pence in set- 
tlement of the accopnt, with the accumu- 
lated interest. It seems that the customer 
became bankrupt in 1816, and in the ledger 
of the firm for that year there stood an entry 
announcing a meeting of creditors and the 
payment of a composition with them. Sub- 
sequently this aristocratic customer set 
aside for the benefit of his creditors £2,000 in 
the then newly issued consols, the value of 
which, with the accumulated interest, is now 
greatly enhanced. 

The comparatively speedy settlement by 
the court of chancery of the account was as- 
sisted by the fact that the firm’s trade 
ledgers go back in complete form to the year 
1667, rendering proof of any debt easy. 


Rebel Against Tariff in China. 
The Shanghai message announcing that 


.the proposals of Sir James Mackay, the 


British tariff commissioner in China, had 
been condemned by the merchants there 
created no surprise among the London rep- 
resentatives of the great Bastern houses. 


“The reforms proposed by Sir James Mackay, 
‘who was appointed by the British govern- 


ment in October last to investigate the tariff 
question, were considered by the majority 
of the traders to be wholly impracticable. 

The principal change he advocated is now 
engaging the attention of the Foreign Office. 
It refers to the import duties, The British 
commissioner -proposed to give the Chinese 
a 15 per cent import tariff on all merchandise 
in return for the abolition of the linkin dues, 
which is a tax levied at’ numerous stations 
throughout the provinces) on all goods pass- 
ing into the interior. The likin has proved 
such an annoyance to traders that an ar- 
rangement was made with the authorities 
providing for the payment of a 2% per cent 
transport duty by merchants on condition 
that they were exempted from the likin 
dues. The Chinese, however, continued to 
exact likin whether the transport duty was 
paid or not. , 

If a sufficient guarantee could be given by 
the Chinese that the likin would be entirely 
abolished the new tax would, it is said. re- 
cetve considerable support from the traders. 
But such guarantees are not forthcoming. 
Hence the disapproval of the proposed jauty-

OXFORD'S VIEW OF GIFT 


DONS GIVE OPINIONS ON RHODES’ 
BEQUEST. 


University Circles of Great Britain Are 
Stirred by Benefaction — Believe a 
New Era Is Dawning—Injection of 
American and Colonial Blood Ex- 
pected to Broaden Old School—Bur- 
sars Say Students Can Live on the 
Alloted 300 Pounds a Year. 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, April 10.—Great Britain’s uni- 
versity and educational circles are throbbing 
over the greatness of Cecil Rhodes’ bequest 
to Oxford. The dons are unanimous for 
once. The verdict of Oxford is * the gift is 
more than royal—it is imperial.” 

Oxford dons, when interviewed regarding 
the benefaction of the ** Empire Builder,” 
talked with enthusiasm, and seem to be con- 
vinced a new era is dawning on the univer- 
sity—that the day of ultra-conservatism is 
over, and that the bequest already has had a 
broadening effect—that Oxford is to be the 
center of expansion of the English race. 


Canon Moberly on Americans. 

Dr. R. C. Moberly, Canon of Christ Church 
and professor of pastoral theology, is enthu- 
siastic. He said: ‘* It will bring to us nearly 
200 picked men from the strenuous area of 
colonial and American life. We already have 
some colonials and some Americans among 
us. The Americans are sons of rich men who 
come for social reasons. The Americans, 
however, whom Mr. Rhodes’ benefaction will 
bring to us will be of another type. They 
will be picked men, selected by their respec- 
tive States, and,-in accordance with Mr. 
Rhodes’ wish, will combine all those quali- 
ties of intellect and grit which we asso- 
ciate with the best type of American. ‘They 
will be most welcome here. Such Americans 
as I have personally known here have al-. 
ways seemed to me to be most interesting 
men and of a most distinctive type. Their 
influence 1 regard as wholesome in the ex- 
treme.’’ _. 

Mr. Skéne, bursar of Christ Church Col-

Provost of Queen’s College Talks. 

Dr. Magrath, provost of Queen’s College, 

former vice chancellor of the university, was 
emphatic in his predictions of the future 
g00d in store for Oxford.

Mr. Rhodes has arranged that his great 
scheme would begin gradually. Only one- 
third of it will come into force during the 
first year. Then in the second year one-third 
more of it will be installedy and finally in the 
third year the last installment will comeinto 
operation. I regard that as singularly wise. 
It will enable the trustees to avoid pitfalls, 
to benefit by experience, to rectify errors. 
Above all, it will give the scholars time to 
assimilate with the mass, and prevent undue 
| herding with their own kin. , 

“Mr. Rhodes’ trust will familiarize our 
growing generations with colonial points of 
view. It will saturate the best colonial minds 
with the true elements of English life. The 
influence which will spring from that it is 
impossible to predict, and perhaps difficult 
to exaggerate. 
ayy Gs the biggest thing ever done for a 
university. Most of our great foundations 
‘have slowly grown up from small beginnings. 
Only a few of the mediz#val benefactors had 
fhe means and the power:to begin and com- 
plete a great instrument for good,’’ 


Athletic View of Gift. 

Mr. Stevenson of Exeter took an athletic 
view. He recalled that two Americans are 
rowing in the Oxford boat this year, and 
thinks if Americans or Boers. who come 
under Rhodes’ bequest can do great things 
with the weights or in the sprints, Cambridge 


Mr. Easson, senior bursar of Merton Col- 
lege, suggested a: rotation of the Rhodes 
students among the various colleges. He 
said the majority of Oxford men live on 
from £160 to £180 during the university year. 

A. L. Smith, fellow and history tutor in 
Baliol, who had a personal acquaintance 
with Mr. Rhodes, remarked that the univer- 
sity was entitled to point to his bequest as 
a triumph for the collegiate or residential 
system. 

“The intercourse between the men them- 
selves,’’ he added, ‘‘is not, by any means, 
the least valuable half of their life here. 
Rhodes recognized this.”’ 

Mr. Smith recalled that in the American 
universities at present a struggle is going 
on between the German and English meth- 
ods. 

The Dean of New College testified that £200 
a year is ample for the ordinary needs of an 
undergraduate, and that he could live the 
entire year on the £300 endowment. With 
reference to the general scope of the bequest, 
he sald Mr. Rhodes fell into the same error 
as most benefactors of educational institu- 
tions. They forgot that education needed 
endowment. They gave learners the facili- 
ties to attend a university, but they forgot 
that often that university itself was in woe- 
ful need of money to-extend and improve the 
educational facilities it hadto offer. Hesaid 
Oxford was extremely poor and each student 
pays but £1 a year. 

Canon Welldon’s Views. 

Canon Welldon, lately Bishop of Calcutta, 
writes: ‘‘The educational scheme pro- 
pounded in Mr. Rhodes’ will is spacious and 
splendid. It is worthy of one who, with all 
his faults, was preéminment:y capable of con- 
ceiving and executing great imperial ideas. 
It aims at creating or fostering a moral and 
intellectual sympathy of the empire, and at 
basing such a sympathy upon education, 
} and that an education relative not to a part 
or parts only of human nature but to the 
whole man. 

““No doubt it will be difficult, but it need 
not be regarded as impossible, to estimate 
qualities so widely different as athletic dis- 
tinction, literary culture, and mora! excel- 
lence in the manner described by Mr. 
Rhodes. But these qualities merit recogni- 
tion not only separately but collectively and 
comparatively; and it is worth while to take 
some trouble, and perhaps to make some 
mistakes, for the sake of realizing a true 
educational conception. |

can be said is that, eas intelectual pursuits 
tend to produce certain good qualities, so 
athletic exercises tend to produce others.

Still, it is only: fair to state the 
packers’ side of the case, which THE TRIB- 
UNE understands to be about as follows: 
The price of cattle on the hoof is higher 
than it has been for twenty years. ‘The 
greatest advance has taken place in the last 
five weeks. The supply has diminished 1% 
per cent in number and 5 per cent ip weight. 
There has been a decrease in the visible sup- 
ply of marketable cattle of eight million 
pounds per week. In the*meantime, the 
consumption demand is greater than ever 
before. The people of the South, for ex- 
ample, have been educated in the use of 
fresh meat, and whereas formerly they lived 
mainly upon “ hog and hominy,” they now 
have beef. The big packing-houses in Chi- 
cago have established branches all over 
the South where formerly they had none. « 
The export trade, until quite lately, has 
been larger than ever before. The failure 
of the corn crop put a good many farmers 
out of business as far as cattle raising is 
concerned. There are as many cattle in 
the country, but not so many in marketable | 
condition. Cattle cannot be taken from 
ranges for immediate consumption, Feed- 
ers and stockers do not help to supply the | 


} abnormal demand which exists at present. 


In a word, the demand has finally over- 
taken the supply. Cattle on their merits 
as an investment are higher than ever be- 
fore and are likely to continue so for some 
time. Live stock received at the six prin- 
cipal markets during the last six months has 
netted the farmer from forty to fifty mil- 


lion dollars more in money than last year 


during the same period, and last year was a 
high average year. The advance in prices 
has come out of the consumers, It has mage 
the farmers more prosperous. 

Ten years ago there was an investiga- 
tion to discover the reason for the low 
price of cattle, and the packers were held 
responsible for it. It was charged that 
they had combined to “ depress prices’ by 
controlling the markets and refusing stock 
raisers and feeders a fair price for their 
products. The complaint now is that the | 


same rpackers have combined to produce 


[ey the opposite restit—namely: to 
raise prices. The conditions are reversed. 
The farmers are getting more for their 
cattle than since*1882, Whereas the pack- 
ers ten years ago were accused of manipulat- 
ing prices so as to raid the farmers, they 
are now accused of putting up the prices 
in such a manner as to enrich the farmiets 
and rob the retailers and consumers. The. 
packers claim that they are between two 
fires, and whether prices go down quite low 
or up quite high they are equally held to 
blame. 

They: allege that in Chicago, for example, 
there are twenty small packers who have 
gone out of business since Jan. 1 because 
they cannot meet existing competition. 
Formerly these small packers killed 2,000 
head of cattle per week, whereas now they 
kill only 200 or less. Beef is sold so cheap 
it pays the small packers to buy directly

WEST POINT REFORMS. 

This seems to be an era of change at West 
Point. The year 1901 witnessed a great re- 
form in its manners and morals. “ Haz- 

ing,” “exercising,” “brat¢ing,”.and other 


committees ” and disciplining the “ plebes 3 
were forbidden by Congress and abandoned 
‘by the cadets. The year 1902 may witness 
an equally great reform ip physical equip- 
ment. The House committee favors the 
undertaking. and has recommended an ap- 
propriation of $3,000 
that the total cost will reach $6,500,000. 
If it should reach twice that sum it would 
still be not only tolerable, but desirable. 
The need is urgent. 

A few months ago the Board of Visitors 
issued a report on this subject. It appeared 
that the “so-called hotel is a hut,” that 
“the playing of the chapel organ is a profa- 


nation of the Sabbath,” and that “ the mis- 


appliances for health and comfort would 
disgrace a rural station on an abandoned 
railroad.” All of which proved that re- 
ports ought always to be written by some 
“person of a piquant pen,” and also that 
the sooner Congress turned its attention to 
West Point the better it would be for the 
army. West Point ought to be in every re- 
spect a model institution. It ought to be 
in every respect the equal, if not the supe- 
rior, of the English, French, and German 
military academies. It has what it needs 
in the way of men. It ought to have what 
it needs in the way of money. A well-ap- 
pointed, perfectly-equippel military train- 
ing school is of more importance to this 
country now than ever before, In order to 


| secure a school of that kind -it might be 


well, even, to make a cut in the federal 
buildings bills or the river and harbor bill. 
There are many towns which can get along 
without postoffices large enough to house. 
the entire population of the counties in 
which they are situated, and there” 
many brooks and rivulets which can still 
continue to float chips instead of ocean 
steamers in order to give West Point better 
grounds and buildings.

THE FARCICAL BAR PRIMARIES. 
The primaries called by the Bar associa- 
tion manifestly “are not received with any 
large degree of public approval. The people 


are reluctant to commit to the lawyers— 


whether few or many, whether reputable 
or the reverse, whether engaged in active 
practice or in money lending—the right to 
select Judges. | 

The relations between lawyers and Judges 
are too confidential to permit the lawyers to 
have the last word in regard to the nomina- 
tion or election of candidates for the bench. 
There is too much savoring of “ pull” about 
bar primaries and bar elections. The people 
will pot admit that bar nominations have 
great 
ical conventions. Other things being equal, 
in the present campaign a bar nomination 
will be injurious to the candidate who re- 
ceives it. There is too much wire-pulling, 
too much log-rolling and manipulation about 
these primaries. Probably it would be un- 
just to prejudice the case of a man who 
may receive a bar nomination, but we are 
quite confident that no such nomination will 
be an assistance to a candidate before either 
vf the political conventions, nor should it be. 

There are some candidates so eminent, 
like Judge Shepard, that it will be impossi- 
ble to leave them out of any canvass which 
may be made of possible candidates for the 
bench. Judge Shepard should be nominated 
by both political parties. The same is true 


of Judge Cutting. For the rest, it is quite | 


as likely that good candidates will be chosen 
by the political parties as that they will be 
evolved from primaries instituted and held 
by the bar under the conditions which pre- 
yail now. 

The bar has a legitimate function to per- 
form. That is to pass on the merits of the 
candidates presented by the two parties. If 
it find unsuitable candidates are offered it 


can so announce, and can advise the rejec- 


tion of men who should not be chosen. The 
bar can do more than this. It can select 
from the candidates proposed by the two 
parties- a ticket to be known as the bar 
ag and use all its influence to promote 

its election. The Bar association can ad- 

ress the voters directly thtough the press, 
in circulars, or in any way it sees fit, to as- 
sist in the election of Judges who will be a 
credit to the county.

The psychologist says that fear is a sensation which produces certain 
physical disturbances, the rapid beating of the heart being one, the con- 
striction of the throat another, and thé®paralyzation of the limbs a third. 

But it is the reverse which is true. The man whose heart does not 
beat hard cannot be said to be afraid. The real order of the creation of 
fear is not what it is generally held to be. 

People usually think that first es the vision of the danger, then the 
emotion, and third, corporal disturbances. In reality, first is the vision of 
danger, then corporal disturbances, and third and last the emotion. 

The question at the root of the production of fear is, What causes the 
physical disturbances which result in fear? _ 

“The cause of fear is within us. Indeed, if we do not know we are in 
danger we do not fear. Hence fear becomes an idea which is superinduced 
by anticipation. For example, while we are traveling in a railway car. we 
hear a rumbling sound back of us. We fancy a collision. will occur and we 
are afraid.

We are instinctively afraid of receiving congratulations, of confronting 
an audience, to be applauded, and similar events. . 

Many people associate fear with the sense of sight, but the true sense 
of fear is that of the auditory nerve, hearing. We hear a suspicious noise 
and that makes us afraid. We do not understand what produces it. 

Sight has extremely little to do with fear, because when we see a thing 
we appreciate the'precise character of the danger. — 

In animals the sense of smell plays an important role in the matelep: 
ment of fear. They scent danger which they cannot see. 

In this complicated experience of fear every one knows that the sensa- 
tion of painful emotions is accompanied by a tendency to run away. It is 
due to the thought of the expected shock, which is readily explained when 
we remember that on one side there is fear of some corporal distress, an 
ensemble of organic sensations. This is the first fact to be observed. On 
the other side fear: is instigated by anticipation of a shock.

death from this disease the séverest penalty should be meted out to some 


one who is ‘responsible for the water supply.” It may be said dogmatically 
that a pure water supply will ew ‘preclude the possibility of these 
diseases. 

While pure water has this preventive or “ sieiathene” power, we must 
bear in mind that those poisonous products of life which water is supposed 
to wash out through the bowels, the kidneys, and the skin, accumulate rap- 
idly and produce a large class of diseases known as “ auto-tntoxications.” 
The accumulation of such toxines gives rise to rheumatism, gout, sore 
throats, common colds, headaches, and a long train of maladies with which 
layman and physician are eqyally familiar. The faulty action of these 
eliminative organs is responsible for the piling up of poisons, lowering the 
resistance of the body to disease, destroying the so-called “natural immu- 
nity,” and —— freer action of the disease germs which may have

But the reverse 
is true, and a person whose mind is not in- 
fected with morbidity revolts. against the 
horrors of death as they are pictured through 
the lids of the rows of glass-covered boxes 
in the public ‘‘ viewing '’-room of the Cook 
County. morgue. 

Yet scores of persons, women as well as 
mien, find particular delight in gazing through 
‘these. glass tops at the white-robed. figures 
Testing within. As a matter of fact, a good 
many of these morbidly curious persons 
make it a practice to visit the morgue when- 
ever they find a chance, and for some inex- 
plicable reason revel in the grewsome sights 
there presented to their gaze. Some of them 
make it a sort of a “‘hangout’’ and amuse 
themselves by calling the attention of casual 
visitors to certain’ of the bodies that have 

been prepared for burial.

| IF SUICIDE FAILS 


_Againby Those Saved from 
 Deathb y Police. 


N the opinion of Sergeant Hastings of the 
Chicago Detective bureau, ‘the will to 
commit suicide is a good deal like the dis- 
position to commit murder. One man 
may think he wants to die, may go just 

to the sticking point, and then back out; an- 
other in the same mood may shoot himself 
or jump into the water, and, escaping, decide 
that he has enough of it; or the person of 
another type, once making up his mind to 
‘die, dies if three or four attempts are made 
necessary.

WOMEN BARBERS 
“MAY FORM UNION.| 


In. Chicago 150 Women Earn a 
Living by Shaving Men and 
Cutting Hair. 


NE HUNDRED AND FIFTY Chicago 
,women earn a living every day shav- 
ing men and cutting hair. There are 
at the present time twenty-five or 
thirty barber shops in the city where 
women are employed exclusively in looking ° 
after the daily» run of customers. Fifteen 
years ago there was but one woman barber in 
Chicago. Her shop was located on the South 
Side in the vicinity of Cotttage Grove ave- 
nue and Thirty-first street and she was re- 
agg as one of the real novelties of local 
But today there are 150 women barbers | 
in Chicago and_they are not confined to any 
particular part of the city. They are scat- 
tered through all sections and have succeed- 
ed in dissociating themselves from the 
novelty that accompanied their entrance into 


As a matter of fact, the woman barber 
has passed the experimental stage of her - 
evolution. After fifteen years of quiet pro- | 
gression she has succeeded in convincthg the | 
public that she is something more'than 
“industrial freak.” She has come to,be re- | 
garded as a fixture that has come to stay. 
The great increase of numbers in the ranks 
of: women barbers during the last fifteen 
bead presents conclusive evidence to this

employed in this shop have married within 
the last two years and most of them met 
their husbands while they were working on 
them in the chair. The matrimonial game 
has grown so strong here that now we expect 
two weeks’ notice when a girl intends to quit | 


to. work a week or .two after the ceremony 
has been performed because it is 8o hard to 
get any one to take her place.”

Woman barbers as a class are more than 
satistied with their occupation. 

wouldn't change into any other line if | 
I could,”’ said this same woman. ‘I am com- 
pelled to work and I do not know of anything 
I could do that would be as easy and at the 
same time bring. me 80 much money. In 
most Chicago shops woman: barbers receive 
.a commission of from 50 to 60 per cent of the 
profits of their chairs This amounts to not 
less than $10 a week, which is not a bad sal- 
ary for a woman. The work is light—too 
light for men I am inclined to think—and I> 
find it not at all unpleasant. The time has 
passed when a woman barber is regarded as 
a freak. Few men come into our shop now- 
adays for the novelty ofthe thing. We have |} 
our regular customers, just as they do in 
other shops, get our tips the same as. other 
barbers do, and I for one am wholly satisfied 
with the business. People who don’t know 
anything .about this work turn up their 
noses when some one says ‘woman barber’ 
to them. Well, they’re wrong; and this atti- 
tude of the public is becoming less and less 
noticeable, all the time. No, sir; I wouldn't 
change occupations with any woman in 
Chicago'rwho is compelled to work for a sal- 
ary as salaries go.”

NEW RESIDENCE OF PAUL 0, STENSLAND. | 


The Northwest Side is soon to acquire a’ unique addition to its list of finer residences by way 
of a handsome colonial home now being erected for Paul O. Stensland; President of the Mil- 
waukee Avenue State Bank, by Architect J, J. Meldanhl.

‘That the present low inter- 
est rate is a serious handicap, however, is 
shown by the fact there were nineteen less 
associations than during the previous year, 
and by the action of the Evanston associa- 
tion, which is said to be in a strong financial 
condition. ‘The management has simply de- 
cided there is no profit to the shareholders in 
continuing business under present condi- 
tions, and has recommended dissolution. 

The history of the Chicago building and 
loan associations is an interesting one. They 
were in their zenith in the early '80s, when 
real estate was just recovering from the 
panic of 1873, and property was low and in- 
terest rates high. . 


Practice of the Associations. 


Their practice was to selj] their money to 
* the highest bidder at meétings at stated in- 
terval®—that is, to the bidder who would . 
agree to pay the highest premium for the 
use of the money. As much as 26 per cent 
was generally realized, so that a borrower 
who wanted $1,000 would agree to return to 
the association $1,260 and 6 per cent inter- 
est thereon for the $1,000 loaned. 

The inducement held out to the borrower 
to bid these high premiums and pay the in- 


terest rate was that the earnings on his stock | | 


would, by the time the stock matured, make 
the whole payment. made by him equal to 
only $1,000 and about 6 per cent interest 
hereon. This, however, was because the 

rrower was required to make his pay- 

ents on account of principal and interest 

onthly imstead of annually and semi-an- 
Mually,-and this compounding of interest 
monthly, in addition to other charges for 
ues, fines, etc., resulted in making it appear 
o the borrower, not taking into account 
ompound interest, fines, etc., that the cost 

f his loan was in reality only the amount 
that he borrowed and 6 per cent figured at 
simple interest annually. 

If, however, the borrower desired to repay 
“his loan before the maturity of the stock, 
which he had the privilege of doing at any | 
@ time, and which borrowers frequently exer- 
‘} cised, the loan would then cost. him any- 
where from 12 to 15 per cent per annum 
and more for the time he had the money, the 
nate depending on how long before the ma- 
turity of the stock he prepaid his loan—that 
is; if he paid before the earnings of the stock 
wiped out the premium which he had bid. 


Loan to 60 and 80 Per Cent. 


Tt was the general practice of the associa- 
-tions to make loans of from 60 to 80 per cent 
_ of the value of the property, upon the prop- 
osition it was a safe thing to do becaugg the 
loans being repayable monthly the amount 
would in a few years be paid down to a safe 


Up to about 1886 or 1887 it had required from 
eight to nine years for stock to mature, and 
to stockholders who were not borrowers 
bullding and loan association stock proved a 
most satisfactory investment, and even to 
the borrower who was paying, in addition to 
the amount of his loan, a high interest rate, 

‘and a premium, this arrangement was gen- 
erally satisfactory. While real estate was 
- increasing in value during the ’80s, following 
*the revival after the 1873 panic, loans made 
' on a 60 to 80 per cent basis had proved safe, 
4 but with the decline in interest rates, which 
_ had set in priorto 1890, and with the increase 
in the amount of capital seeking mortgage in- 
vestment, building and loan associations 
were unable to obtain the former large pre- 
miums, and were required even to cut down 
their interest rates and be less exacting 
. with their borrowers in other respects. 
. The result was that the time of matur- 
,. ing stock increased, so that twelve years 
and even more was required for such matur- 
turity. Again, the system of the borrow-

Those prominently identified with building 
and loan associations, while admitting the 
hardships they have endured, profegs to be 
hopeful as to their future

tions in the city, says: 

“So many building associations have gone 
Into liquidation that it has excited some com- 
ment as to the reason therefor. There is no 
Boubt that many of these associations have 
taken this action through a feeling of dis- 
couragement and disinclination to energetic 
and vigorous work, such as a mercantile 
house would employ under similar circum- 
Stances. It is no doubt true that a number

NEW HOTEL FOR NEW YORK. 


To Be Erected on Fifth Avenue at a 
Cost of Three Million Five Hun- 
dred Thousand Dollars. 


New York, April 19.—[Special.]—One of the 
most exclusive family hotels ever built in this 
city is to stand at the southwest corner of 
Fifth avenue and Fifty-fifth street, and it 
will be, it is thought, one of the highest hotels 
of the kind erected here. The plat which it 
will occupy has a frontage of 100 feet in 
Fifth avenue and 125 feet in Fifty-fifth 
street.

SUCCESS COVERS MISTAKES. 


Captain Mahan Writes on the Judgment 
of Men When in a. | 
Crisis, 


It is not just that the propriety of the act 
should be judged by the event; and it is not 

true that it will be, as a cheap sneer would 
have it, writes Captain Alfred T. Mahan. 
| Success undoubtedly often covers mistakes; 
for human nature is on the whole generous, 
or at least good-tempered. It is willing to 


but failure does not with any equal certainty 
entail condemnation, for again mankind is 
generous, and nowhere more so than én deal- 
ing with military mer. Even though mishap 
ensue, where an officer can show preponder- 
ant military reasons for departure from or- 
ders, he can anticipate from his superiors in- 
telligent comprehension and acquittal, which 
the public will confirm on their finding: but, 
while this is so, let none be rash enough to 
anticipate immunity on the score of error of 
judgment, when it can be demonstrated that 
with the data before him a man who knew 
his business would have decided otherwise. 
Actions that fly in the face of ascertainable 
fact, or of well-settled military principles, are 
not to be excused as merely errors of judg- 
ment. They are something more and worse. 
A man is just as much responsible for an 
error of judgment which results from his own 
neglect to inform himself, or his lack of pro- 
fessional knowledge, as he is for any other 
misdoing. What is amiss here is not judg- 
ment, but cdnduct. Such errors’ when they 
take shape in action, whether of commission 
or of omission, are misconduct. They have 
a standing as acts, external to and independ- 
ent of the persons committing them, just as 
murder has a standing as a crime quite inde- 
pendent of its association with the individual] 
criminal. As killing it not always murder, but 
depends for its character upon the attendant 
circumstances, so a particular unfortunate 
military movement is not always miscon- 
duct. Circumstances may be proved to jus- 
tify it. In neither case, however, is it the 
judgment of the person concerned that deter- 
mines conduct to have been good or bad. It 
is the circumstances, passed upon by. judges 
other than himself, and referred to recog- 
nized standards.—International Monthly.

Norton-Switzer on the wheat outlook in the 
Northwest: “‘An early planting was ex- 
pected. In twenty years seeding was never 
started under more adverse circumstances. 
If present weather continues much longer it 
will be serious. It means a late harvest 
now.”’ 

There was a report in circulation that the 
glucose plants at Chicago and Peoria would 
be closed down because of the difficuity of 
securing cofn, but nothing of the kind is in 
prospect, for the present at least. There is 
plenty of corn on the sidetracks of the local 
plant and fits receipts have been averaging 
daily nearly as much as the total appearing 
on the official inspection sheet. 

“It is a weather market in wheat," said 
George W. Patten, “‘ with traders selling 
when they hear of rains and wanting it back 
when they don’t hear of them. If it con- 
tinues dry next week the price is likely to go 
much higher.’’ 

A Liverpool importer writing on April 9 
says: ‘‘ At present No. 1 Northern Chicago 
spring looks to us the cheapest wheat in the. 
market, and will, we think, find a good mar- 
ket later on for mixing with white wheat for 
strength. We are rather disappointed with 
the quality of Manitoba now arriving, as it 
seems to lack the strength and quality of th 
earlier shipments.”’ 

“The buying in wheat,'’ says Ben Bryan, 
‘is by peoplé who believe in a continuance 
of dry weather. The sellers are longs and 
believers in rain due soon.”’ ;

NEW crop of stage people is harvested 
in the United States every ten years. 
Each decade marks the beginning of 

a new epoch in theatrical history. 
This fact does not apply so aptly to 
stars and stage people who dominate in the 
profession, for the life of these, so far as the 
public is concerned, is usually somewhat 
lorger. But with the rank and file—those 
who never rise higher than the level of minor 
roles—ten years is about the limit of endur- 
ance. After having served before the public 
for that length of time without doing any- 
thing sufficiently meritorious or novel to at- 
tract unusual attention the actor or actress, 
1 as a rule, passes away, in so far as the pro- 
~ | fession is concerned, anda new crop is har- 
| vested among the many anxious recruits on 

the waiting list to fill the depleted ranks. . 

Men ‘who deal in the talents. of 
stage people to the extent of reap- 
ing’ financial return from their labors are 
better qualified to “size up”’ the situation 
than others, and their experience teaches 
that few ordinary people of the theatrical 
profession remain longer than ten years in 
the business. They either achieve distinc- 
tion—although this is the exception rather 
than the rule—or else drop into other lines 
after having been convinced by experience 
that the stage, so far as they are directly 
concerned, offers practically no opportunity 
for advancement.’ For this reason the rank 
and file of the profession is constantly chang- 
ing, and the popular idea ‘‘ once an actor al- 
ways an actor” is éasily disproved. 

It is the office of the theatrical agent—the 
man who mediates bet ween stage people and 
managers—that presenté the truest phase of 
stage life. In this little clearing-house, 
where talent is the standard of considera- 
tion, the mask is removed, and everything 
goes for just what itis worth. By reason of 
this fact those who manage the affairs of 
. | stage people are better able to judge of the 
vagaries and allurements of the profession 
than persons on the outside, and in their 
opinion ten years is the average life of the 
person. who chooses the stage as a profession. 

This condition is.more evident among spé- 
cialty pedple than among those who adhere 
+to the beaten paths of legitimate drama. 
The latter field is less exhausting, because it 
is less original than the former, and changes 
from one line to another are more easily

@ppears that in almost all cases the gems 
were either on the surface or in loose ma- 
terial and among deposits of gravel or earth. 
(All the discoveries have been of sufficient 
§mportance to excite the interest of the ge- 
ologist or mineralogist, but never have they 
been large enough to warrant any specula- 
tion.

\<"]Phe only important recent find reported 
prior to that of Mr. Hudson was a diamond 
of 4% carats found in Alabama, in Shelby 
County, about thirty miles south of Bir- 
mingham. It was found by a little girl in 
earth used to fill up some low spots in a 
warden. Some of this earth was close to the 
nmin where water dripped on it from the 
roof, and here after a rain she saw the dia- 
mond. It had been washed clean. The stone, 
which was pronounced an excellent one, 
would cut into a gem of 1% carats, it is esti- 


mated, or perhaps a little more. It was sent 


to New York and examined, but remains in 
the possession of the finder. 

Oars diamonds were reported from Ten- 
messee in the latter part of 1899 and were 
found at Luttrell, near Knoxville. They 
aloes bought by a jeweler in Knoxville, who 
had them cut, and reports that they are of

|. Hardly any other finds of importance have 
®ccurred during the last six years, no dia- | 
monds being known to have appeared dur-

_ Many Diamonds in North Carolina. 
One of the first diamonds reported to have 
heen found on the Atlantic coast was a stone 
mnearthed at Brindleton Creek, Burke Coun- 
. N. C., by Dr. F. M. Stephenson and its 
walue is said to have been about $100. About 
Rwo years later another stone weighing 2 1-3 
carats was found in Rutherford County, N.

While 
Betting a pail of water at a spring he saw a 
bright object, which he brought home. It 
was kept as a curiosity for a long time, until 
gome one believing it to be a diamond for- 
warded it to New York experts, by whom its 
@haracter was determined. 
. One of the most famous diamonds and one 
of the largest ever foundin the United States 
was known for a long time as the Dewey dila- 
gond. This stone was found in Manchester, 
j¥a., in 1855, by a laborer engaged in grading 
of the streets. He sold it to a Richmond 
witizen, and it eventually came into the hands 
of Samuel W. Dewey, by whose name it was 
fterward generally known. The stone was 
leut by Henry D. Morse of Boston and re- 
Guced in size from its original weight of 23% 
earats to 1111-16 carats. It was valued in 
Richmond after discovery at $4,000 and later 
Gohn A. Morrissey is said to have lent $6,000 
fon it. As it was not redeemed it became part 
of the Morrissey estate. The stone is off 
color and imperfect, and {s valued as a gem 
today at only about $400. Copies of the 
Dewey diamond are in many museums and 
private cabinets. 


.California’s Yield the Greatest. 
" @alifornia is the State which has yielded 
ore diamonds than any other. The first 
Giamond dates back to 1850, when 
& Dr. Lyman, a clergyman from the Hast, 
Saw @ straw-colored crystal the size of a 
pea, which he recognized as a diamond. 
Three years later a diamond was found in 
the Cherokee district, Butler County, which 
Hias since been one of the most prolific dia- 
Mond localities in the State. Another coun- 
ty, Amador, produced an equal number of 
@amonds. Altogether the California dia- 
monds number in the hundreds and are of 
Simost all diamond colors, especially white, 
yellow, pink, and straw. Most of them were 
found during gold mining operations, both 
in crushing and placer washing. Some of 
these have been sold in San Francisco, some 
sent to New York, and some sent to Eng- 
‘land to be cut. A few small diamonds have 
Seen found in the placer diggings of Idaho, 
under the same conditions as those in Cali- 
fornia. Here, as in California, they were 
not the objects of special search, but were 
picked up by miners while washing the 
for gold. 
. Diamonds have been reported from Mon- 
Wana, Kentucky, Indiana, Tennessee, and 
Wisconsin. For every authentic diamond 
find, however, there have been from two to 
ten fake discoveries, or exaggerated reports, 
due to the finder mistaking white topaz or 
quarts crystal for the rarest of gems,

GROUND 


y CORES of scientific expeditions are ex- 
ploring the ‘mesas of the Southwest 
in the hope of solving the mystery of 
these early settlers of America. 


Railroads have brought the primi- 


tive dwellings nearer to civilization, but to 


‘reach the plateau near the ** Four Corners,”’ 


where Utah, Arizona, New Mexico, and Col- 
orado join. is still a tedious undertaking. 
To reach the Mesa Verde ruins one must go 
by rail to the small half Mormon Town of 
Mancos, thence on horseback over rough 
cattle trails. Half way between the town 


} and the mesa is the Alamo ranch, which 
| usually becomes headquarters for parties 


desirous of visiting the cliff ruins. ‘This 
typically Western home of logs is a veritable 
museum of relics, for the young men of the 
Wetherill ‘family were the discoverers and 
first explorers of the ancient cliff pueblos, 
and have made valuable collections of pot- 
tery and implements for various institutions. 

With one of the Wetherill * boys "’ as guide 
the start for the mesa is made early in the 
morning. Sturdy mules are laden with 
clumsy burdens of bedding and provisions, 
while bronchos, with cowboy saddles, are 
provided for the human freight. After six 


miles of easy riding across the Mancos Val-. 


ley, the road merges into a mere pathway, 
Steep 
and steeper grows the trail, until, winding 
about beneath dwarfed pine trees and scrub 
oak, it seems almost impossible for the 
mules,with their bulky burdens, to penetrate 
farther into the forests of dense and sturited 
follage, and frequently the cavalcade must 
halt until a “‘ pack "’ is readjusted, it having 
been dragged off by low-hanging branches. 


_ Settled by Mormons. 

After an hour of difficult climbing the 
summit of the mesa is reached, and the path- 
way follows the extreme western edge of the 
high plateau, commanding a wonderful view 
of all the surrounding country. The mesa 
slopes abruptly to the valley below, whose 
sandy stretches are bounded by lofty moun- 
tain ranges, which rise in tiers, as far asthe 
eye can reach until they are lost in the vio- 
let haze of the distance. Westward, the 
Mancos Valley losesitsidentity in that of the 
Montezuma, an almost waterless tract, ex- 
tending into Utah. Here and there in this 
barren, alkaline waste, is a small patch of 
green, marking the home of some Mormon 
family, for the country !s almost entirely 
settled by followers of Brigham Young. One 
hundred and eighty miles distant, in Utah, 
is the cloudlike range of the Blue Mountains, 
while in the foreground the jagged outlines 
of Ute Peak cut sharply into the intense blue 
of the southern sky. The heat waves dance 
over @ vast sea of golden sand and beat 
against the sides of Ship Rock, a sandstone 
cliff, which rises.from the plain to a height 
of 1,600 feet, its outline suggesting a ship, 
with sails full set, and flying before the wind. 
Over the mesa the eye rests upon the vel- 
vety green of pine trees or brighter spots of 
cottonwood and dwarf oak, with here and 
there a‘long line of gray, marking the loca- 
tion of some cafion side. It is past noon 
when Soda Spring is at last reached, and 
after several hours of hard riding in the 
intense heat of midday the word “ spring” 
suggests rest and a welcome draft of 
cold water, but the spring proves to be only 
a small puddle of .cold but, bitter water, ex- 
ceedingly disagreeable to the taste, although 
the thirsty mules drink of it eagerly. 

After a hasty luncheon and a welcome re 
in the shade the journey is resumed, and in 
a short time the trail approaches a hillside 
which appears perfectly impossible of as- 
cent; the steep incline is strewn with jagged 
stones which roll from under the horses’ feet 
at ore, step, and a dense undergrowth of 
scrub Oak and bushes seems to catch and 
hold the pack animals in an almost unyield- 
ing grasp. 


_ First Glimpse of Ruins. 

But the path, faintly outlined, winds on 
and, doubling back upon the trail many 
times, the summit is at last reached, and 
looking downward one is apt to mentally 
registersea vow that not under any circum- 
stances will the descent be made upon the 
return journey, but a new route searched 
for, longer, perhaps, but less. hazardous. An 
hour and a half more of easy riding through 
forests, of pine, and gradually the soft earth 
is replaced by broad ledges of sandstone, 


descending in shallow steps, while several 


primitive dams and the ruins of cleverly 


cometrener reservoirs are plainly discerni- 
ble. 

The trail ends at the brink of a cafion, 
whose projecting sandstone cliffs descend 
abruptly to the narrow ravine below, and 
here. miles distant from any human habita- 
tion, nestling .closely under a_ protecting 
ledge to the opposite wall, is a miniature vil- 


lage, consisting of several houses and a 
Square tower. 
one does not immediately realize the ruin and 


So perfect are the walls that 


desolation of the place. Surely some of the 
inhabitants must shortly awaken from the 
afternoon nap and come forth with shouts 
of friendly welcome. But the silence is un- 
broken, for long ages ago the last of that 


mysterious race left their nestlike homes, 


and no record remains to tell of their origin, 
life, and final fate. 

A close inspection proves fhany of the walls 
to be as firm as if their age could be ex- 
pressed in years, not centuries. The crum- 
bling tower still keeps silent watch over its 
lesser neighbors, while partially extavated 
*‘estufas,’’ or underground council cham- 
bers, and tiny storehouses for grain and pro- 
visions tell of many people having dwelt in 
the houses, now occupied by mountain rats 
and birds of prey. At the rear of this cliff 
pueblo, where the insloping wall reaches the 
ground, is one enormous room, with smoke- 
blackened roof, which was probably used as 
a general council hall, asthe estufas"’ 
were sacred to the various clans. A small 
spring in the vicinity of the ruin, with the 
water caught and stored ina sertee of deep 
holes at the top of the cafion, seems to have 
been the sole water supply for the entire 
community. 
miles long and ten or fifteen wide, is inter- 
sected in every direction by branching 
cafions, and, clinging closely to their precip- 
itous cliffs, are innumerable dwellings, many 


of them seemingly on the point of slipping | 


from the rocky supports. The majority of 
the houses consist of one or two small 
rooms, the various groups evidently being 
offshoots from some nearby overcrowded 
pueblo, 

Like a Dream City. 

Half hidden by overhanging ledges, Cliff 
Palace, the most extensive and interesting 
of all the Mesa Verde ruins, seems at first 
sight but a mirage or a dream city floating in 
the still, clear atmosphere of this silent 
land. The pathway to the palace winds 
down between two walls of solid rock, and 
eighty feet below the cafion rim the first of 
the buildings is reached. Protected by a 
concave shelf of sandstone which extends 
far out over the ruin, these walls, variously 
estimated to be from 500 to 2,000 years old, 
have wonderfully resisted the effects of the 
ages. Measuring more than 300 feet in 


'Jength, with 147 rooms on the ground floor, 


the pueblo was capable of sheltering several 
hundred persons. Constructed of symmet- 
rical blocks of apricot-colored stone, well 
joined with a fine pinkish mortar, these an- 
cient dwellings would be a credit to any 
mason of the present day. The rooms vary 
in size from tiny apartments, apparently 
utilized for storage purposes, to those of 
comfortable dimensions, and almost invari- 
ably the latter have quaint fireplaces, closely 
resembling those in the pueblo houses of the 
present day. The smoke-blackened roof is 
formed by the uneven cliff, which slopes up- 
ward gradually, the rooms at the back being 


low, while those in front are built up several 


stories to meet the rock above. The windows 
are sometimes square in shape, sometimes 
oblong, with a quaint, long aperture extend- 
ing downward from the center. Both win- 
dows and doors are small, andit is necessary 
to crawl on hands and knees when entering 
some of the dwellings. Rafters of cedar 


‘wood originally supported the floors of the 


upper stories, while rounded pegs of the 
same are fastened in crevices of the walls, 
probably destined for holding the ceremonial 
finery. 


Round towers of perfect proportion and Pp 
well built walls suggest a possible necessity © 


for keeping a sharp lookout down the long 
cafion, and above, in a small cleft in the 
rock, are two or three tiny houses, evidently 
used as storehouses for grain. A dozen or 
more underground ‘‘ estufas ’’ show that the 
village contained at least that number of 
clans or secret societies, while piles of well 
shaped blocks of stone and débris prove 
that originally the village was far more ex- 
tensive than the standing walls indicate. 


The Mesa Verde, some forty

Fine sand, shifting in from the outer world, 
covers the ruin with a soft veil, and the 
ground is so dry that the least disturbance 
of it causes clouds of choking dust to arise, 
making the process of excavation an ex- 
ceedingly unpleasant one. 


Glimpses of Their Home Life. 


It would seem that the cliff-dwellers were 
a peaceful, agricultural people, who ex- 
celled in the art of building and of pottery- 
making; that they were decorative in their 
tastes is shown by some interesting dados 


which are still visible upon the inner walls 


of a few rooms. Many bits of coarsely woven 
cotton cloth, sandals plaited from the fiber 
of the yucca plant, and pieces of a material 
made from cotton and feathers, show that 
the cliff people were not at a loss for warm 
garments. Highly decorated pottery, rude 
ornaments, stone axes; knives and arrow 
points, bone awls and flutes, are among the 
articles found during the excavations. As 
no instrument of metal, but only those of 
stone, bone; and wood, has been unearthed 
in the cliff ruins these solid, well built walls 
become still more of a mystery. Turkey 
feathers and bones are found in large quan- 
tities in the dust heaps, and the flocks of wild 
turkeys which abound upon the mesa are 


probably descended from the fowls possessed | 


by the cliff dwellers untold decades ago. 
The houses were invariably protected by 
the natural cliff formations from any sud- 
den attacks of enemies, and as the approach 
to the ruins is exceedingly difficult the in- 
habitants were thoroughly secure in their 
nestlike retreats; indeed, many of the 
smaller dwellings are entirely inaccessible, 
and only the birds may‘know what the crum- 
bling walls and dust-filled rooms contain. 
, The absolute dryness of the atmosphere 
is no doubt the cause of the remarkable state 
of preservation in which the ruins are found, 
for, although the snows of winter lie deep 
in-the cafions, and the rare summer rains 
sweep across the thirsty country, back in 


‘the hollow of their overhanging cliffs these 


ancient houses lie, undisturbed by wind and 
weather; only the hand of time works his 
slow but sure destruction. eghieee 

The people who inhabited these quaint 
houses did not bury their dead in remote 
places, but kept them close at hand. Inevery 
community there is one portion which was 
devoted to the sweepings and general re- 
fuse, and in these places skeletons are almost 
invariably found, often several in one pile, 
doubled up, mummified, and covered with 
matting woven from the yucca fier. Again, 
there are caves which seem to have been gen- 
eral burying places, and the mummies found 
in the shallow graves are evidently of an 
older race of people than the cliff dwellers, as 
the pottery and ornaments buried with them 
are of cruder shape and finish than are found 
in the cliff graves. 


Driven from Original Homes. 


In various localities on the mesa summit 
are innumerable ruins of pueblos, now mere 
heaps of stone. It would seem that once 
the cliff dwellers inhabited these plateau 
villages, and were driven to the more se- 
cluded cafions, by hostile tribes. Scdttered 
throughout _the sandstone cliffs are also in- 
teresting cave dwellings, sometimes consist- 
ing of several.small rooms, excavated from 
the soft rock, and often rudely decorated 
with native plaster, while upon elevated 
cones of rock.are the ruins of watch towers, 
commanding a splendid view of the sur- 
rounding country. Leading over the cliffs 
flights of stone steps are worn smooth by 
generations of sandaled feet; perhaps they 
were but pathways between neighboring 
cliff pueblos, or they may have led to the 
shrines of favorite deities. 

As it seems probable that this ancient race 
was a peaceful and agricultural people, 
where were the fields they cultivated, and 
whence came the moisture to vivify 
the parched and arid land? What was the 
origin, the life, the final fate of this ancient 
eople, who vanished from off the earth, 
leaving but a few relics in proof of their one 
time existence? Why did they build their 
homes in such remote and inaccessible 
places, and finally leave these haunts of 
their ancestors, the graves of their sacred 
dead? Was it the dread spirit of famine 
that drove them forth, or human enemies, 
or merely the desire for wandering and ad- 
venture? 

These are the questions archeologists are 


trying to answer. 


OCOS ISLAND is a desolate spot bur-

Cocos Isiandis invested 
with all the glamour of the Arabian tales, fon 
it is supposed to have concealed somewhere 
fm ite breast a secret of hidden gems and 
gold estimated to be worth millions upon mil- 
lions of dollars. 

For nearly a century this isolated island 
has been the focus of countless eyes in every 
part of the world. From England, many 
parts of America, and from Australia men 
have voyaged to it and attempted to wrest 
from its grim silence the secret of its hidden 
treasures, but it has baffied them all, and 

remaing as inscrutable and seductive as 


all doubt, and the story of the hiding of 
treasures reads like a thrilling chapter of | 


In the early years of last century one of 
the most successful of the pirates who preyed 
ships was Don Pedro Benita, 
Relampago, was the terror

while he sought for more. 

Among his spoil were 130 tons of silver, 
nearly 1,000 heavy ingots of gold, vessels 
full to overflowing of gold coins, and hun- 
dreds of swords incrusted with jewels. But 
neither he nor his crew ever survived to 
enjoy their ill gotten gains, for they fei! 
out, as thieves. sometimes do, and slaugh- 
tered each other; and those who were left 
were captured by a British warship and 

to a man from the yarddrm. The 


ship which thus brought the pirates’ career - 


to an end went to.Cocos Isl and recov- 
ered a smal! part of the buried reasure, but 


_the bulk of it defied discovery. 


A few years later, in 1835, when an Eng- 
lish ship, the Mary Dier, anchored in Cal- 
lao harbor at a time when Peru and Chile 
were at war, the Peruvian government sent 
its treasures for security on board the vessel. 


But it proved a false security, for one night 
the English ship disappeared. ‘It, too, made 


for Cocos Island, and there its piratical crew 
buried the millions that had been intrusted 
to them—eleven boatloads in all, and each 
load representing the ransom of Kings. But 
their shrift was short, for the vessel was 
driven by: a storm on to the Peruvian coast, 
the crew was captured, and all but three were 
hanged. 

Of the survivors none lived to reclaim any 
part of their spoil, but one of them, a man 
called Thompson, before his, death revealed 
the secret to a friend of the name of Keaton,

went to the island and carried away £12,000 
in gold. As they were leaving the island, 
however, their boat upset, and Captain 
Bogue sank under his burden of gold, while 
Keaton, clinging to the boat, was ultimately 
saved. 

In the South Atlantic there is another 
treasure island, Trinidad, which is said to 
hold as many millions even as Cocos, and a 
sumptuously equipped expedition is now be- 
ing prepared to discover them. These twen- 
tieth century gold hunters will go on their 
quest under conditions of luxury hitherto 
vhknown. Their vessel will have all the ap- 
pointments and comforts of a first-class 
liner, from an excellen; chef to a grand 
piano, baths, and refrigerators; and even 
the charm of feminine society will not be de- 
nied them. | ws

Questions Should Be Many. 

“A clear understanding: between master 
and servant at the time of the engagement 
is most important,” writes Mra. Seely., “‘ A 
servant has the right to ask questions about 


the place in a respectful. manner, and he 


should gain all the information he legiti- 
mately can about the characterand demands 
of the household to which hethinks of going. 
Masters cannot expect efficient servants to 


be indifferent to the duties they are under- | 


taking and to their surroundings while per- 
forming those duties. A servant should tell 
what he or she expects as a part of his 
place—to help and not to hinder him in the 
performance of his duties. For instance, a 
lady’s maid has a right to a sewing-room, 
and a valet to a room where he may press his 
master’s clothes, free from the possible in- 
terference of other servants. In arranging 
for a place and its ‘duties these matters 
should all be forecast, considered, and defi- 
nitely settled. 
But,” adds Mrs. Seely, “ a servant should 

not have a right to dictate what he orehe 
will or will not do. The employer has the 
right of naming duties; servants are at ib- 
erty to accept them or not, as they wiah.” > 
Mrs. Seely calls attention to the fact that 
‘before the law servants‘in all degrees stand: 
on the same footing; that the terms

writes, “is for a week's trial; if both are 
suited the engagement is to go on by the 
month.

the ther hand, if a servant is discharged 
without cause other than the whim of the 
employer the salary must be paid for a week 
or for a month. accordingly as the contract 


‘was made. 
on the other hand) an employer has 


occasion to.speak to a servant.for neglect 


of duty and the servant says he or she will 


leave at once the employer bas a perfect 


week or month. A servant should give the 


employer proper notice before leaving. If 


the serwant is employed by the month at 


least one week’s notice is necessary, and if : 


by the week not less than two or three days. 
If a servant leaves without proper notice 
and before his month expires—unless 


through sickness or because of some accident . 


—he forfeits his wages for the month. If 
a servant employed in a family hears of an- 
other situation and without the employer’s 
consent leaves at once or on the following 


day heor she forfeits claim to wages of his or 


her week or month. In many cases servants 
-are influenced by friends in such precipitate 
action, and should realize they do an in- 
justice to themselves as well as to their em- 
ployer. An employer may engage a servant 
on one week’s trial and at the end of the 
week both may besatisfied... But if later per- 
haps in the second or third week, the servant 
becomies careless, neglects duties, and when 
reproved replies impertinently the employer 
may discharge him or her. with wages to 
date.”’ 


Management of Maids. 
As to the amenities that should exist be- 
tween ‘servants in the servants’ quarters, 
Mrs. Seely says: 


“The responsibilities of the housekeeper 


rest heavily upon her, and the heads of the 
house should never give ear to the complaint 
of a disaffected or malicious servant. Sucoa 


reports should always be sent to the one 


whom they chiefly concern. For the heads 


of the house to listen is to give credence at 


least in part, to disintegrate authority, and 
“to take it from hands in which it is frankly 
placed. It is the beginning of disorder. And 
in housekeeping order is a first law. . 

“The exactions of servants toward one 
another is another point which should be 
carefully guarded against. In any group of 
persons, even if there are only three or four, 
there is commonly some more dominating 
and masterful—not to say lasy—character 


than the others, Mistress or housekeeper | 


should guard carefully the more yielding and . 


kindlier dispositions, and see that they are 
not put upon by their colleagues. Such a 


domestic as ‘the, man of all work’ is espe- 


cially apt to be loaded with duties by other 

servants unless he is protected.”’ 
These, in general, are suggestions anid 

facts, connecting employers with their 


servants, and in some of the households Mrs. 


Seely numbers the servants in the following

Advice to Servants. 


‘To the servants Mrs. Seely gives some kin- 
dred advice.. She says in part: 

* Don't decide the minute you enter a new 
situation that it doesn’t sult you. Pay no 
attention to any gossip, that may be told to 
you; ‘wait and see for 

_-“ Don’t be foolish in regard to wearing a 
cap; it is a great improvement to.one’s ap- 
pearance and is worn by all. first-class 
servants. 

"Don't listen while you are waiting at ta- 

* bDle~you will-probably get things twisted and 
be tempted to repeat them ‘so.. 

** Don’t be always standing om your ‘ dig- 
nity ’ as to what is and is not ‘ your place.’ 
If you ‘cannot get dlong, go away, but while 
you are in a house be pleagant. 

.“ Don’t hide breakages from your mistress 
—it will get you into more trouble tn the end 
than if you acknowledge the truth of the 
accident at once. 

_ ™ Don't think your mistress is unbearable 
because she may sometimes be a little short 
in her manner; ladies often have worries and 
responsibilities of which servants have no 
idea. 

“Don’t spend your time comparing the 
ways of one mistress with those of another; 
each has a right to her own rules in her own 
house. 


* Don’t spy on your masters and mis-_ 
tresses; the fact that their bread is in your 
mouth should be @ reason for keeping it 
shut. 

“Don’t ‘arrange’ the papers on a desk 
or writing table without being told to do so; 
pick them up, dust them, and put them down 
in the same place, 

“Don’t be restless and want to move too 
often; the longer you stay in one place the 
more likely you are to get a good wedding 
present or legacy. 

-4* Don’t upset the cook by telling her what 
the family say about her cooking; leave that 
for the mistress. If there is any fault to be 

found it is not so apt to cause trouble if it 


_ goes direct to the cook from her mistress.” 


Rules for Dinner-Giving. 
Introducing the cooking department of her 
book, Mrs. Seely devotes a long chapter to 
‘Dinners and Dinner-Giving.’’ Tableware, 
linen, glass, silver, china, the setting of 
tables, carving, the position of guests with 
reference to congeniality, and all the in- 
tricacies of a successful dinner are can- 
wassed and made plain. * From this inter- 
esting chapter may be culled a number of 
interesting facts and suggestions. 
Invitations to a dinner should be sent out 
from two to three weeks beforehand. ‘These

No 
obligation is more exacting than a din- 
ner engagement and nothing but ilines 
should ever permit one to break it.”
